But, had the Englifh imitated your example, and like you 
fat filent, he would bave ruined his country, and loft ail the fair fame his 
ather had won. é 
‘ Confider, even in a prudential fight, what return thefe wife Scots poli- 
tieians get for their politics from Englith minifters. Men who know not 
to refpeét themfe}xcs..will sever meet with refpeét from others. It would 
he selt If the di fhewn ‘to fuck politicians was to be confined to 
them ; but it is extended to their country. Of this too many inftances 
have occurred of late. Five of them, ftrike us all. 1. The barge of di- 
Rinétion bétween flaves and freemen is the ufe of arms; for he who has 
a os is always matter of him who hias not. ‘The beft fpirits of this country 
have five times afked a militia from Englith minifters, and parliaments, 
and five times have been refufed. 2. The Englith, knowing that their 
property and their honour depended on the independence of their judges, 
fome years ago made them independent, by an augmentation of their {- 
laries. Did they give an augmentation to the Scots judges, whofe falaries 
are indecent!y low? No. Why thould they thew refpect to the property 
or honour of men who prefer what they call their politicsto both? What 
elfe could they think men deferved, whofe own reprefentatives did not 
even attend houfe when the intereft of thofe judges, and, confequent- 
ly, theie country’s intereft, was under difeuflion, and when one, and only 
one, Scots member of parliament, { meap Mr. Dempiter, efpoufed the 
« caule of ihdependence of juftice in Scotland, when all his other countrymen 
abandoned it? A general election enfued,: and you chofe almoft the very 
fame men into Derllament who had fhewn fo fhameful an ivattention to 
their own intereft and yours. 3. Parliament fent five judges to India, 
to beltow the bleffings of law upon fifteen millions of people, who had 
been long robbed of > a4 Scots lawyers, by the neceffity they are une 
der of being matters of the Roman law, and the Jus Gentium, were per 
haps more propér to be fent to fulfil this great objcét than Englith law- 
yers, who, from their education, are obliged to know only the common 
and ftatate law of England. Parliament not only did mot admit the 
Scots bar, but politively excluded it. Why? Becaufe the Scots bar bear 
infalts upoh honour of their body with the fame patience which the 
Scots lairds thew to dangers hanging over their eftates, 4. ‘The excite 
laws of England were lately applied, in all their detail, to the diftilleries 
of Scotland; an application impoflible to be made, from the different 
cireunftanees of the two countries, without the abfolute deftruction of 
the Scots diftilleries, on the exiltence of which the rents of all thofe 
who have barley eftates very much depend. Initeatl of going to Parlia- 
ment like men, you crept to the ‘I’reafary, or to thofe who tell you, I 
believe not very truly, that they keep the keys of the ‘I'reafury. . What 
was the confequcnce? the Treafury gave you an at of Pasliament, 
which turned the belt born men of this country into fpies and inform- 
ers upon one another, and made them liable for offences which o- 
thers had committed. When it is afked, Who drew this bill? nobody 
cantell; all deny it. It is not to be woadered at, that perfons who want 
the fpirit to affert their own interefts like men, fhould fe them neglect- 
ed by all, anda:tended to by none. _ But you,are in the right to prepare 
your minds for the misfortunes of your diftillerices. The importation of 
grain from Ireland will fupply the lofS of your corn, and the importation 
of fpirits from Ireland will fupply the lofs of your whifky. 5. Laft fum- 
mez.a propofal was made by tle King’s Minilter, for laying a tax of two 
a ton upon coals. You know as well as I do, that, in a country 
in which, from ine nature of the climate, fuel is a neceffary. of life as 
much as food or clothes, that tax muft have defolated the land.
